On Sunday at 11: Morning Wor Mrs. Norton Has Resigned Launched This Month 


At Panama City, Fla. 


In one of the nation’s large 
shipyards, building merchant ships 
to carry munitions and food to 
our fighting forces, there was 
launched this month at Panama 
City, Florida, such a ship and it 
was-named the S. S. Dwight L. 
Moody, in honor of our native 
son, the famous Christian evange- 
list and educator. The concern 
which built the ship was the J. A. 
Jones Construction Co., Ine. and 
is a large yard employing many 
thousands of men. William P. 
Flythe, who is Director of Public 
Relations, has briefly described 
the naming cerempnies, which 
included a prayer, a service de- 
tail on duty, music by the Com- 
pany Band and the naming, by 
a chosen person. He was strong- 
ly in favor of the naming S. S. 
Dwight L. Moody and feels that 
great men who have had much 
influence for good in the Christian 
field of labor should be 30 honor- 
ed and their names added to the 
vastly expanding number of new 
merchant ships. This is the first 
time the name of a great relig 
ious leader has been chosen. It 
had been hoped that the launch- 
ing might have been more than 
a usual affair, but the difficulties 
of transportation and facilities of 
entertainment limited, precluded 
the inviting of relatives of the 
evangelist and others interested 
in his great work to the launch- 
ing. 

Anyway the S. S. Dwight L. 
Moody will ply the seas, in war 
and in peace and the citizens of 
Northfield will be privileged to 
follow with personal interest its 
performance and voyages. As 
yet it is not known, who will 
command the vessel.
